Thc selection of a County Road 
Engineer seems to be a hard task 
for County Judge W. O. Chen- 
ault and thc members of thc Fis- 
cal Court and things are now 
very much "up in the air" so to 
speak.

Karl B. Ouisenberry of the How- 
ards' Mill neighborhood, and the 
Judge again declined to nominate 
and court was adjourned until it- 
regular meeting in November.

CARING FOR THE 

UNEMPLOYED 

The question of caring for the 
unemployed during the approach- 
ing winter is under discussion in 
Chicago. At a recent meeting of 
the Municipal Markets Commis 
sion some differences of opinion 
were developed. 

The president of the Board o 
Education said three new school 
houses would be built during the 
winter. The Commissioner of 
Public Works said he would try 
to figure out a plan to keep the 
men employed in the Bureau of 
Streets at work all winter. Prof. 
Graham Taylor asserted that the 
city could provide work for the 
unemployed by carrying on ex- 
tensive civic improvements, This 
proposal aroused unusual oppo- 
sition and brought out the state- 
ment that while the city was able 
to care for its needy population, 
it was overburdened by "casual 
laborer! who drifted into town 
from other points with visions 
of free lodging bouses r.nd 
meals." 

This i> a situation that has to 
be contended with year alter 
year in the cities. The floating 
population of the country is 
large — just how large nobody 
knows. Those who compose it 
can manage to eke out an exist- 
ence during the summer season 
by "working" rural territory and 
preying upon the small towns 
and villages, but with tin- ap- 
proach of winter they gravitate 
back to the cities. There are no 
soup house* in the country, and 
the outdoor life is anything but 
pleasant with the advent of cold 
rains and snows. 

The cities are heavily taxed by 
this roving das-. To supply em- 
ployment for such persons 
amounts to little more than a 
waste of money. Mam of the 
nomads are incapable of doing 
efficient work, and others are un 
wil'ing except in direct ixtremi 
ty to perform any sort of laoor. 
On general principles cities 
should not be burdened with their 
support but they represent a con- 
dition that must be dealt with in 
some way

ULT OF FREQUENT 
CHANGE BY FARMERS 

An official of the Federal Cen- 
sus Bureau, in discussing the re- 
port recently issued by the gov- 
ernment dealing with the term of 
occupancy of farms in the United 
BtatOT, -aid: 

"This frequency of moving 
from farm to farm, or instabi'ity 
of occupancy, very likely, forms 
one of the chief causes for the 
decline of rural prosperity, or is 
a hindrance to greater progress. 
Frequency of removal of farm- 
ers results in general shiftless- 
ness ; the roads and bridges are 
generally in a poor condition be- 
cause the farmers, moving at fre- 
quent periods, are not particu- 
larly interested in their upkeep. 
Farm buildings of such farms 
are not usually kept in good re- 
pair, as the farmer who is about 
to move will leave the repairs 
for the next tenant to make. The 
same reasons will apply for lack 
of interest by the 'unstabl/ far- 
mer in the schools, churches and 
general welfare of the commun- 
ity. They move frequently, they 
do not remain on a farm long 
enough to get the best results 
from it, consequently they are 
usually in a poor financial con 
dition." 4

TEXAS BEEF FOR 

NEW YORK 

New York's Food Supply 
Commission, which has been de- 
vising ways and means of getting 
cheaper food for the consumers 
in America's largest city, has an- 
nounced a promising movement 
in the interest of better beet 
prices. 

An organization of Texas cat- 
i I men has been perfected at 
Galveston for the purpose of 
shipping beef direct to New 
York. The Texas men will 
slaughter their cattle at Galves- 
ton and will send the beef to New 
York on refrigerator steamships. 
* r hese steamers, which are to 
operate regularly beginning in 
January, will carry supplies of 
•meat to be sold directly to retail 
dealers, When the shipments 
begin it i« expected that they will 
be followed by a cut of several 
rents a pound in the price of 
meat. 

Until recently the Texas cat- 
tle men have never been able to 
vend their meat to the Fast with- 
out it falling into the hands of 
♦ he Beef Combine. Recently a 
concern whic h has been packing 
and canning meat under a new 
process at Galveston has suc- 
ceeded in establishing connec- 
tion with retailers in New York, 
and has built up a successful 
shipping business. It is estimat- 
ed that there are R.ooo.ooo cattle 
along the Gulf coast of Texas, 
and the cattle owners helleve 
they can slaughter their own 
bed and sell directly to retail 
dealer* in New York to mutual 
advantage 

Of course the consumers 
r.ught to profit by this arrange- 
ment, which will put them in 
closer connection with the pro- 
ducers than heretofore. The plan 
i* not impractical, and its suc- 
cess depends chiefly on the effect' 
iveness of the cattle ownerv or- 
ganization and the executive 
ability of those who are placed 
in charge of the enterprise New 
York retailers ought to welcome 
an opportunity to buy b.-ef di- 
rect from the beef country wio 
to make prices a little bit more 
tuy for their patrons. The re 
tgdkf in this instance would rep- 
resent the only middleman be- 
tween producer and consumer - 
a distinct advantage over present 
conditions from the consumer's 
of 



CLASSIFICATION OF 

The Housewives' 
Cincinnati has been endeavoring 
to induce the Produce Exchange 
of that city to do away with the 

quotation of "prime firsts" as an 
egg classification^ 

The League has expressed the 
belief that most of the eggs re- 
ceived in Cincinnati are below 
the grade of "prime firsts/' It 
also believes it would be able to 
buy eggs cheaper through a di- 
rect route if the exchange would 
quote the lower grades only. 
This all seems reasonable, but 
the exchange holds to the posi- 
tion that the farmer or shipper 
who takes the right sort of care 
of hw eggs should be paid for It. 
while on the other hand those 
who arc careless should be paid 
according to the value of their 
product. 

Probably the mose effective 
way to improve the quality of 
egg production is to put a pre- 
mium upon the efforts of those 
farmers and shippers who take 
extraordinary pains to deliver a 
if at llHM product. But the av- 
erage consumer is a rather poor 
judge of eggs. So far as appear- 
ances go. "prime firsts" do not 
(litter greatly from eggs of other 
grades. And what is the con- 
sumer to do when he buys what 
he supposes, to be "prime firsts" 
and find that the eggs do not tit 
the classification? 

There seems to be nothing 
more difficult in connection with 
the market question than to sc- 
cure absolutely good eggs 
through the ordinary channels 
of trade. The consumer would 
be perfectly willing, in most in- 
stances, to pay a small bonus 
for such a product. The trouble 
is that classifications do not 
amount to much, and that as- 
surances of fresh eggs, "prime 
firsts," candled eggs and the like 
cannot be relied upon by the pur- 
chaser. Wherefore the only sure 
plan of getting fresh eggs is to 
keep a flock of hens or to order 
from a reliable source by parcel 
post.

HOG CHOLERA 

IN KENTUCKY 

The present situation with ref 
erence tu hog cholera in Ken- 
tucky offers great encourage- 
ment in the successful control of 
this ilisease. but it must not be 
tiiHkrs'.ood that any effort to 
combat same should be dropped. 
Farmers are urged to continue 
their fight against hog cholera 
,b the infect ; on is present in 
many scattered localities through 
the state, and might become dis- 
astrous if due precautions are 
not observed. Great stress is 
1 .lid upon orophylactic measures 
at this time. I, is suggested by 
the :•< ihoritics at thj Kentucky 
l".\perimental St itkw ti.at the 
-tu. test sanita v precautions be 
observed by every swine owner 
in order to ward off this disease. 
A little applied prevention is very 
valuable at this moment and may 
serve to hold off the disease. 
Literature pertaining to hog chol- 
era eradication can be secured, 
free of charge, from the Experi- 
ment Station, containing timoly 
suggestions and methods en'plo; - 
ed. Evtry farmer must familiar- 
ize himself with the most revis- 
ed methods of combating this 
disease ill order to successfully 
avoid it. This includes a thorough 
knowledge of the cause of hog 
cholera and the method by which 
it is spread, all of which are es- 
sential in order to successfully 
and intelligently prevent the dis- 
ease, ft is of prime importance 
that farmers employ the methods 
herein outlined. The so-called 
hog cholera cures and prevent- 
ives so plentiful on the market 
should be discarded. These sub- 
stances so conspicuously adver- 
tised are a needless drain on the 
farmer, the results of which are 
not beneficial in preventing or 
curing hog cholera. Tf the money 
expended for fake cures were 
used to purchase disinfectants, 
to erect a hog house, to secure 
better water supply, etc.. the re- 
turns would be far greater ano 
more profitable to the owner. 

The leading agicultural papers 
are refusing space to the promul- 
gators of mytserious cures, and 
their discrimination against such 
products is a great protection to 
the farmer. In the control of 
any infectious disease sanitation 
is of primary importance and 
there is no medical substance 
which will correct conditions re- 
sulting from improper feeding, 
insanitary quarters, poorly venti- 
lated hog houses, etc. Hog chol-

FARM-TO-CITY 

PARCEL POST 

Ust March ten cities in the 
I sited States were especially 
designated bv the Post Office 
Department for trying; out the 
parcel post as a medium of ex- 
change between producers an.l 
consumers. 

Postmaster General Burleson 
has made public reports from 
these cities. The reports are gen- 
erally favorable and Mr. Burle- 
son says they demonstrate thar 
the farm-to-city service has-come 
to stay. In some localities the 
system has become a potent fac- 
tor in reducing the cost of living. 
In a few instances the producers 
are preventing the expansion of 
the service by asking too much 
for their products. There is 
ome complaint of damage to 
shipments though the average of 
such damage is exceedingly 
small. 

A summary of the report from 
the ten cities is interesting. Th; 
postmaster at Atlanta says ihc 
service has grown rapidly and 
has compelled the express com- 
panies to make better rates and 
improve th?ir facilities. Daring 
the summer the post office han- 
dled an average of 100 farm-to- 
city parcels a day. The post- 
master at Birmingham reports an 
average of seventy-five such pnr- 
cels a day and says the service 
is looked upon with general fa- 
vor. The postmaster at ban 
Francisco predicts the new serv- 
ice "will become an important 
factor in the commerce of Cali- 
fornia." 

Lynn. Mass., reports a weekly 
average of 250 parcels of farm 
produce. The postmaster at 
Boston thinks the plan is a suc- 
cess and is of great benefit. The 
postmaster at Washington says 
there has been an increase of 75 
per cent in the receipts of farm 
produce. The postmaster at Bal- 
timore reports that he is receiv- 
ing from 90 to 100 parcels of farm 
produce daily. He gives two rea- 
sons why the growth of the sys- 
tem is hampered. Housekeepers 
he says, prefer to see farm pro- 
duce before purchasing and have 
found that the producers expect 
to sell at the middleman's prices, 
thus eliminating the inducement 
of economy. The producers fear 
the uncertainty of payment and 
object to the cost and trouble. 

During May and June the post 
master at St. Louis handled near- 
ly ro,ooo packages of pnoduce. 
He says the service is "a popu- 
lar and useful adjunct to the mar- 
keting facilities of St. Louis." 
The two smallest cities In the 
list. LaCrosse, Wis., and Rock 
Island, 111., send in the least fa- 
vorable reports. The postmaster 
at LaCrosse thinks the plan "will 
have a tendency to keep local 
prices right." The postmaster 
at Rock Island says: "(Tnti! the 
producer and consumer can be 
educated to the necessity of shar- 
ing the middleman's profit with 
one another the system will not 
meet with success." 

The action of the Post Office 
Department in extending the 
campaign to other cities shews 
that it is pleased with the results 
so far obtained.
